it is now providing "insurance" for 
some 40-odd millions of people, and is 
prominently touted as the coming head 
ofthe new Federal Security Agency 
set up by the President's first reor- 
gani/.atlon plan. 


But he likes obscurity; thinks its 


a good sign for a man holding a public 
administrative' office, 


"You 
won't get anything thrilling 


out of me," he said when I sal down to 
talk to him. "A successful adminis- 
trator is about as interesting to the 
public as—as cold spinach. Whenever 
you see an administrator getting into 
the public prints constantly, you can 
take it for granted there is one of two 
reasons for it: cilher he has a yen for 
personal publicity, or there's some kind 
of a fight on. A good administrator 
just don't make much news." 


Pamphlet Pushed Him Off On Career 
As a matter ot fact Mr. Altmeyer to- 


day would probably be an even more 
obscure person it he hadn't chanced to 
read a pamphlet on the first Wisconsin 
workman's compensation law back in 
1911, when he was just beginning his 
studies at the University of Wisconsin. 


"The first big wave of social insur- 


ance and labor legislation was on 
then," he recalls. "Wisconsin had just 
pased a workmans compensation law, 
a women's hours law and an improved 
child labor act. Prof. John R. Com- 
mons of the university was an indus- 
trial commissioner. I remember get- 
ting that pamphlet explaining the 
workman's compensation law. I read 
it and got interested in it, and decided 
that I was going to go under Professor 
Commons and study labor legislation." 


Mr. Altmeyer was born in the little 


town of Depere, Wis., near Green Bay, 
in 1891. His father's people, Germans, 
came over to America in the "emigra- 
tion of '48," when liberal-minded Ger- 
mans left their homeland in droves. 
On his mother's side, Mr. Altmeyer 
is of Dutch descent. 


His parents' homo broken by di- 


vorce, the future Social Security Board 
chairman started supporting himself 
at the age of 14, working as office boy 
in the law office of his uncle and his 
grandfather. H cwas paid ?10 a week, 
and paid $8 a week to his grandmother 
for board. 


Learned About Labor in Wisconsin 
Bo he saved his money for an educa- 


tipn. He didnt leave high school until 
he was 19, and he stayed out a year 
to rnajfe, .money, so he was going on 21 
when lie entered the university. He 
finished his university course in three 
years .winning a Phi Beta Kappa key 
to boot. .. . "The professors were kind- 
ly," he says. 


There was a depression.on in 1914, 


when he was graduated, so he went to 
the Minnesota iron range district as a 
school teacher for four years. He re- 
turned to the university in 1918 to take 
a place as Professor Commons' assist- 
ant and to do graduate work; on the 
side, he held a statistical job with the 
State Tax Commission. 


Jn 1920 he began the pattern that lias 


culminated in his present job; he be- 
came chief statistician to the Wisconsin 
Industrial Commission. In 1922 he be- 
came secretary of the commission. Thus 
for years he was directly concerned 
with such things as industrial employ- 
ment compensation legislation; and in 
the 1929 depression, when unemploy- 
ment relief was handed to the Indus- 
trial Commission, he got a first-hand 
look at that field, too. 


His acquaintance with the federal 


government's problems began in 1931, 
when, as he puts it, "I started coming 
down to Washington with my hat in 
one hand and a tin cup in the other" 
to get federal relief money for Wis- 
consin. 


In 1933 he headed the labor compli- 


ance division of NRA. In 1934 lie be- 
came assistant secretary of labor; he 
also headed a technical committee set 
up to advise u cabinet committee on a 
draft of comprehensive unemployment 
legislation asked by President Roose- 
velt, 


Thus he had a direct, personal con- 


nection with the original framing of 
the Social Security Act. When the act 
passed he was Wade a member of the 
Social Security Board; two years ago 
he became its chairman. 


Can Do Without A Rest 


He admits he hasn't much use foi 


leisure. He never took a real vacation 
—figures he'd get bored with nothing 
to do, if he did. The nearest he came 
to it was a trip to Europe a year ago 


With Mrs. Altmeyer, he lives in a 


comfortable, newly-bought home ovei 
on the Virginia side of the Potomas 
where he likes to work in his flower 
garden and listen to symphony music, 
on his phonograph—both at the same 
lime, as like as not. 


His orders forbade all public meet- 


ings at Kladno, closed theaters and 
schools, disarmed the Czech state po- 
lice, removed the mayor and council 
and installed a German commissioner 
to rule the city, and imposed a strict 
curfew. Citizens were told to keep 
their windows and dors shut each night 
after 8 p. m. and until 5 a. m. Special 
German police rushed to the com- 
munity were authorized to shoot into 
any open .windows. 


Wholesale Arrests 


The community was darkened and 


quiet, while ^placards on the walls 
gave notice to -the citizens of the prb- 
.tectorkjjpgutoUQJjBj.. Cspcb police wpre. 
lined up in the Market Square and dis- 
armed. 


German police were reported to have 


begun mass arrests in the community, 
and to have placed GO persons in jail. 
Most of those arrested were described 
as petty officials and Czech civil serv- 
ants. 


The official Gorman announcement 


of the shooting called it a "treacher- 
ous assassination." 


The community, widely known as an 


industrial center and the home of coal 
miners and iron foundry workers, has 
been reputed for some ti'm'e as, a "cen- 
ter of unrest." 


Prague newspapers called the citizens 


the "victims of agitation." It was re- 
called that several abortive strikes had 
been attempted recently, and Der Neue 
Tag ot Prague, said that recenlly a 
Kladno restaurant proprietor had plac- 
ed "iron filing and rusty nails" into 
the food he served German soldiers. 


Police gave no indication whether 


any progress had been made in estab- 
lishing identify of the slayer . 


Der Neuo Tag said Kniesl had been 


attacked shortly before midnight on a 
street on which there were many ped- 
estrians and that presumably there 
were witnesses. 


Karl Frank, secretary von Neurath 


and formerly the right-hand man of 
Konrad Hcnlein who led the fight for 
Germany's annexation of the Sudeten- 
land last fall, was sent to Kladno to 
carry out the Reich's protector's or- 
ders. With him went General Kamps, 
commander of police reserve trops.

Deputy Sheriff Voris said that Mrs 


Scott apparently leaped 50 feet to he 
death in a fit of despondency. He saic 
that she apparently did not realize 
that the Arkansas river at the poin 
where she leaped was so shallow. Ha 
she leaped from a point a few fee 
down the bridge, she would have 
struck deeper water. 


The officer said that he found tlv 


body face down in the water and tha 
she apparently had been there less than 
an hour. He said he learned that Mrs, 
Scott had been to the store operate 
by Allen Sheppard a short distanc 
north of the bridge and had told MJ 
Sheppard of her despondence ove 
her own ill health and that of he 
son, believed to live in Memphis. 


Mrs, Scott, who has no known rcla 


lives here, operated a grocery for 
many years and also worked for 
large Pine Bluff grocery chain, Sh 
had not worked recently.

:apial. 


One such rival proposal is a bill to 
et up an intermediate credit bank akin 
o the Government-sponsored agency 
now lending money to; farmers. This 
would operate independently of the 
nr.iva.te banking,systenvand the- 
fel 
Reserve System. Iff nKe 


runs into opposition not only from 
private bankers but also from the 
rowerful reserve system under eagle- 
eyed Eccles. 


75,000 'Small' Businesses 


Even the bitterest opponents of the 
egislation concede that small ' busi- 
ness enterprises have trobulc just 
now to get money at low intcresl 
rates for reasonably long periods. Ol 
20,000 corporations in the country 
approximately 175,00 are in the "small 
under $25,000 annually. 


Senator Adams of Colorado, bitter- 


y critical of the bill, says there 
would be no need of the legislation 
f business men could look with any 
confidence into future free of ex- 
cessive governmental tinkering and 
jlundering. 
That is approximately 


the core of the opposition. 


ISupporters of the legislation include 
senator Wagner of New York, Jerome 
Trank, chirman of the Securities and 
Sxchange Commission, and the author 
Senator Mead. These look upon h 
is a means of getting banks to go 
n for smaller industrial loans wtih 
the billions of capital now lying in theii 
coffers. 
The biggest loan allowec 


would be one million. 


The bill provides that the Recoiv 


struction Finance Corporation wil 
guarantee the bank against loss o 
10 per cent of a loan to a promis- 
ing small business. 


The bank runs its own risk on only 


ten per cent. 
Interests would be 


limited to four per cent unless thej 
bill invited a runaway borrowing 
spree. 
Four per cent is decidedly 


below what most such industries now 
have to pay. Owners of several 
small concerns have teslified lhat they 
have had to pay private lenders 18 
to 20 per cent for money to expand 
their plants. 


Big Profits Necessary 


Such rates narrow the chances of 


making a go of it because they have 
to make such whopping profits. They 
could play a more conservative and 
safer game if they could get the 
money for four per cent, plus loan 
insurance of one per cent. 
That, 


basically, is the argument for the 
bill, supplemented by the hope that it 
might start a business revival (per- 
haps before next election time.) 


Senator Adams said the bill had no 


top limit and if really let loose might 
tie the Government to untold billions 
in loans on everything from boom 
factories lo airplane plants. Another 
weakness pointed out to the committee 
was failure of the bill to take into 
consideration local interests rates. To 
start a line of four or fiye per cent 
credit down South where eight per 
cent ad up is reputedly the custom 
could cause tremendous industrial dis- 
lurbance. Sponsors of such legislalion 
admit that. 
But do you think you 


could get Alabamans to pay six per 
cent while New Yorkans were getting 
this same "government money' at four 
per cent? 


Solving difficulties like that is what 


senators are made for.

People who deplore the extension of federal power usually have trouble 


hi" answering the question; "Well, Who's going to take care of those things 
.which affect two or more states, if not the federal government?" 
' "Offhand, one might say there was no other answer. But there is. And 


'gradually the states are finding it in the technique of interstate agreements 
and joint operations. 
J Compacts to control sewage flow in four of the country's major 
iiver''basins have either been approved or are pending • today among 16 
states and the District of Columbia. The Council of t£ate Governments, that 
jtvaluable agency which is Working to co-ordinate, the work of states in 
'legislative and administrative problems, reports that the valleys of the Ohio, 
Delaware, Potomac and Red River of the North are the major rivers affected. 
, , !Each flows -through territory in many staates. 
Clearly, each state has 


rights and interests. None can be selfish about its river-control measures 
"yithout "affecting the others They might have all stepped aside and nsked 
the federal government to take charge 
But they did not. 


^ , InSead, they got together. Nine states are included, for instance, in the 
Ohio River Valley Water Sanitation compact. Indiana and West Virginia 
have "ratified the agreement. It is pending in Illinois. New York, and Pen- 
nsylvania. 
Ohio, Kentucky, Tennessee and Virginia are the other states 


affected. The agreement becomes operative when five states havp ratified. 


North and South Dakota and Minesota- have approved a compact for 


pollution and conservancy control of the Red River of the North. The Delaware 
'basin is already under the joint control of New York, New Jersey, Pen- 
nsylva_nia and Delaware. 


For many years the Port of New York Authority, a joint creation o 


New York and New Jersey, has handled a vast business in connection with 
navigation "between these states, and handled it effectively and well. It is 
gradually " paying out" both states on the money they entrusted to it. 


Possibly one reaso'n for federal "encroachment" on such fields is the 


general helplessness of the states themselves. They forget their sovereginty ex- 
cept for'oratirical purposes. 


It _ is-when states step up and demonstrate their ability to grapple 


with ther problems that the cry for federal aid dies down.

Our lives ore full of conflicts. The rationalize. A strong man who tnkes 


desire for satisfaction "of our physical 
needs, including hunger, sleep and 
sexual needs, must be regulated ac- 
cording to the civilization In Which We 
live, If it were not, nil sorts of mani- 
festations1 Would occur which have in 
many instances been included among 
the unlawful. 


The control of such desires may 


bring about mental stresses. It is nec- 
essary in modern life for human be- 
ings to adjust themselves to the social 
sphere in which they circulate. The 
psychiatrist endeavers to find sxich 
conflicts as the basis for many mental 
disturbances and by suitable education 
and explanation relieve the patient of 
his difficulties. 


THE UNCONSCIOUS . 


Many of the activities of our daily 


lives are controlled by our own will. 
It is believed, however, that we are 
also controlled by what we inherit 
from our ancestors and by situations 
which occur in early childhood and 
which are completely forgotten, but 
which rmiy nevertheless influence all 
of our lives thereafter. These influ- 
ences are retained in.the unconscious. 
The Freudians believe that the uncon- 
scious is frequently struggling with 
the conscious for the control of the 
human being, and that this brings 
about mental disturbances. 


PROJECTION

fers to a primitive mechanism in which 
we evaluate a stimulus In terms of 'the 
response.

We are accustomed to think or the 


2arly church as a church of pure 
nd undcfiled religion, and we are 
lot apt to think that it we coulld 
jnly get hack to the days of pri- 
mitive Christanit, all the defects anc 
buses in the church of today woulc 
lisappora. The fact is that the more 
arefully we look into the records 01 
he New Testament, the more con- 
cious we are of the fact that even 
n the church of the generation im- 
ncdialely succeeding the Master, thing 
ivere by no means ideal. We have 
eon how, even in Ihe days of the 
Master Himself and in His very pre- 
ence, dissension arose among the dis- 
iplcs nnd pisputcs as to who 
hem should bo the greater and con- 
crning other matters, which in their 
very nature belied the lunching nnc 
•xample of the Christ'Whom they hac 
eft all to follow. 


The troubles that arose in the early 


church were somewhat of the same 
cind and from the same causes. Self- 
peeking and jealous slrving create 
liscord and difficulty wherever they 
ippear—in home life, in public life 
and evc7i in the religious life of the 
church. 
But 
in addition to these 


hings, there were also sordid aspects 
of these early Christian communities 
They existed in the midst of a cor- 
rupt and licentious environment, anc 
:erhaps it was not unnatural tha 
some of these untrained 
nnd ill 


disciplined disciples should yield to 
temptation—and man's yielding to 
temptation has almost laways pro 
duced philosophies of slackness in ai 
effort to justify the lapse from big] 
deols. • 


One should 
remember 
that th 


church, if it be divine in its origin 
is human in its membership and it 
composition. 
We should not juclg 


the church by its human frailty, but 
rather by the high purpose 
that 


brought it into being, God's will con- 
cerning it, and the characted and at- 
tainments of those who had most 
truly fulfilled its purpose and attain- 
ed in their lives harmony with God's 
will. 


We must remember that if Paul's 


epistles indicate dissensions and troubl- 
es in the early church, and the letters 
to the churches in the Book of Reve- 
lation show lamentable aspects of 
moral lapse, there were with in the 
church those who so conspicuously ex- 
emplified its high teachings and whose 
lives so far outshone the sordidness 
and failure of others that men were 
wont to remark in that day, "See 
how these Christians love one a- 
nother!" 


It is interesting to sec the way in 


which Paul met these situations of

AUSTIN, Texas.—WHThe plan to' 


finance Texas' liberalized social se- 
curity program by a constitutional 
amendment levying retail sales and ' 
other taxes met a fifth defeat in the 
(louse. 


The proposed amendment, ardently - 


favored by Gov. W. Lee O'Daniel, Was 
rejected on final passage, 91 to 56. A 
One nundred votes or two-thirds of 
the house membership were necessary 
for adoption. 


Weeks ago the senate approved sub- • 


mission of the amendment but the 
house has rejected the proposition in 
one form or another, despite, oppon- 
ents claims, tremendous pressure ap-^ 
plied by the governor and others. 


The issue has been intensified by 


enactment of a law greatly liberaliz- * 
ing the old age assistance system so 
tha,t an estimated 50,000 to 80,000 rAore •> 
persons will be placed on the pension, 
rolls. Two tax bills passed by the 
house have been killed by the senate. 
No new revenue has been provided, 
although the session is "150 days old 
and the longest in Texas history.
